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LEE COLLEGE BEGINS THIRD TERM 


Lee College, under the supervision of its president, J. 
Stewart Brinsfield, held its formal opening of the 1949-50 
term on the night of September 7. The welcome address 

given by the president, and the principal speaker of 

evening was Rev. David J. du Plessis, Executive Secre- 
tary of the World Pentecostal Fellowship. His subject was 
“World Affairs.” The College was not only honored by this 
address from Reverend du Plessis, but will be favored 
throughout the term by his efficient work as teacher. 

The registrar, L. D. Powell, stated that 520 students had 
registered at that time, which was an increase of approxi- 
mately 100 over last year. At this writing, September 19, 
610 students are enrolled, and the registrar is still receiv- 
ing long-distance telephone calls and telegrams from 
boys and girls who are anxious to attend the College.

OUR ORPHANAGES TO MOVE TO SEVIERVILLE 
In the Supreme Council meeting, September 5-9, it was 
decided that due to the fact we had not been able to sell 
Sevierville property at a satisfactory price, and also 

to the fact that we were facing an expenditure of 
thousands of dollars by way of expansion and additions 
in order to take care of our orphanages here in Cleveland, 
that it would be far better to move the homes to Sevierville 
where we could have all of our children on the same 
campus, In fact, the Orphanage Board. as well as numbers 
of our ministers, have considered for some t m2 that our 
present orphanage setup is outmoded, as well as in- 
conveniently located. For instance, it has been found that 
the more practical way to house orphans is through a 
cottage arrangement, placing a reasonable number of 
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children under the supervison of a matron and in this 
way make their lives more homelike. To follow this 
method would mean colonizing; that is, building a number 
of houses in group formation, with a central heating plant, 
kitchen and dining room. It is a fact that we do not have 
the cottage setup at Sevierville, but we do have dormi- 
tories on the same ground and a central heating plant, 
kitchen and dining room, while here at Cleveland, we have 
four homes, two of which are about ten miles apart and 
both of which are five miles each from Cleveland, where 
the children attend church and, many of them, go to 
school. This means that all of these homes are provided 
with heating and cooking appliances separately, and not 
only that, but the transportation facilities and running 
expenses are tremendous. This will be eliminated by mov- 
ing to Sevierville. 

At Sevierville the children will have a large chapel in 
which religious services and programs, more in keeping 
with their ages, will be conducted; and not only that, but 
we will have our day school facilities at hand*on our own 
campus and this will mean that the children will be 
taught in their day school under our supervision by conse- 
crated teachers; and our superintendent, Brother Dych, 
has been assured that the State will pay the teachers. 

Another reason, that may appear to some as senti- 
mental, yet to me as a father of nine children, five boys 
and four girls, is anything but sentimental, is, at present, 
we receive brothers and sisters that do not have the 
privilege of seeing and being with each other as often as 
they should. God, in His all-wise economy, has so pro- 
vided that parents would be biessed with boys and 
girls, and that they should be reared in the same home, 
around the same table, and about the same altar. Our 
setup in Sevierville will provide this convenience. 

The Benton Pike home and farm will be sold immediately 
upon the moving of the Orphanage, which will perhaps be 
by January 1. Several bids are standing and have been 
standing for this farm. The Lee Highway home will 
either be sold or rented to Lee College..The girls’ new 
home on Montgomery Avenue will, in all probability, be 
used by the Publishing House and other departments for 
office space as well as storage room. There will be no dif- 
ficulty in renting to Lee College,or other responsible 
parties the girls’ dormitory on Peoples Street. 

May I say that I know I express the sentiment of the 
Supreme Council when I say that moving the Orphanage 
to Sevierville is our second choice, yet it would certainly 
be unwise to invest thousands of dollars here in expansion 
programs to take care of the various needs of our homes, 
knowing that our present setup is not what we want, 
neither would it be after we had invested thousands of 
dollars. In moving to Sevierville, we lose nothing here in 
Cleveland except the presence of these sweet children, 
which certainly we will miss, but, on the other hand, in 
moving to Sevierville we avoid selling our property under 
high pressure at such a sacrifice that would embarrass 
the entire Church. Another thing to consider is that if in 
the future an offer should be made for the Sevierville prop- 
erty that could be accepted, we could build an orphanage 
in keeping with what we know our children should have.

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ifts, Administrations and Operations 


(This article lays emphasis on Teaching No. 10.) 


“Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you ignor- 
ant,” 1 Cor. 12:1. In 1 Cor. 12:8-10 we 
have the three following ways in which 
the Spirit of God is manifested: 1. 
Gifts. 2. Administrations. 3. Operations, 
The gifts of the Spirit are nine in 
number and are clearly defined in 1 
Cor. 12:8-10. They are wisdom, knowl- 
edge, faith, working of miracles, 
prophecy, discerning of spirits, divers 
kinds of tofgues, and interpretation. 
These nine gifts are distributed to dif- 
ferent members of the body of Christ 
by God’s sovereign act. They are divid- 
ed “severally as he wills,” verse 11, 
without the human agency of the im- 
position of hands or prophetic utter- 
ance. The second manifestation of the 
Spirit is called administration or min- 
istries, and are five in number, as 
clearly defined in Eph. 4:8-11. “When 
he ascended up on high, he led cap- 
tivity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men.” These gifts, which He gave 
to men, were gifts of ministry of 
administration, Eph. 4:11: apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors and 
teachers. They are conferred by 
our Lord who ascended on high, who 
is Head of the Church. Their purpose 
is clearly stated as being “for the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, and for the edifying of 
the body of Christ,” Eph. 4:12. The 
third manifestation of the Spirit, 
called operations, is the most compre- 
hensive of all, as it includes in its scope 
the first two, but goes away beyond 
them. They are not localized or con- 
fined to individuals, but are universal 
in scope and sovereign in action. 

Concerning the gifts of the Spirit, 
Rom. 1:11, 12 is often misconstrued. 
Let us notice the text, which reads as 
follows: “For I long to see you, that I 
may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be established; 
that is, that I may be comforted to- 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me.” Study the Greek 
analysis of the text, also the context, 
with a comparison of other scriptures, 
and it becomes clear that Paul was not 
referring to one of the nine gifts in 1 
Cor. 12:8-10, neither to the imparting 
of one or more of the five gifts in Eph. 
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4:11—ranks of ministry, such as apos- 
tle, prophets, evangelists, pastors, and 
teachers. The Greek word “gift” in 
Romans 1:11, 12 is “charisma,” and 
Strong’s Concordance gives the follow- 
ing: “To grant as a favor; i.e., gra- 
tuitously, in kindness, grace, and gift.” 
Weymouth’s New Testament reads as 
follows: “For I am longing to see you 
in order to convey to you some spirit- 
ual help so that you may be strength- 
ened.” In other words, “that while I 
am among you we may be mutually en- 
couraged by one another’s faith, yours 
and mine.” The word “help” makes the 
context clear. Rom. 1:7 states clearly 
that the epistle was addressed to all 
the saints at Rome, not to an individ- 
ual; so all were to share equally in the 
impartation. It is foolish to think that 
Paul had in mind to impart a gift of 
the Spirit or a gift of ministry. If Paul 
came behind in no gift, such as apostle, 
prophet, evangelist, pastor and teach- 
er, and undoubtedly he exercised these 
gifts in his life, what was the Caurch 
to impart to him? Would we say that 
they were going to impart some gifts 
to him when he already had them? So 
then the text is clear that he was 
going to impart some grace, favor,

kindness, help, and they in turn were 
to impart the same to Paul. 

The Greek word “impart” is “me 
didomi,” which means to share, to é 
over, give, and to impart. The conte 
reveals that the apostle was going to 
share as distinct from giving. God had 
blessed the apostle with various gifts 
so that he wished to visit the Church 
that they may share the benefits 
of them. The nine gifts are given “sev- 
erally as he will,” and are given by the 
Spirit, not as man wills, 1 cor. 12:8-11, 
No human agency, such as the impo- 
sition of hands or prophetic utterance, 
was used in distributing the nine gifts, 
or calling or confirmation of apostles, 
prophets, pastors, or teachers, and in 
only one instance was the evangelist 
designated in this way, which was the 
case of Timothy, 1 Tim. 4:14, “Neglect 
not the gift that is within thee, which 
was given thee by prophecy, with the 
laying on of hands of the presbytery.” 
2 Tim. 1:6, 7, “Wherefore I put 
in remembrance that thou stir up 
gift of God, which is in thee by the 
putting on of my hands.” 1 Tim. 1:18, 
“This charge I commit unto thee, son 
Timothy, according to the prophecies 
which went before on thee, that thou 
by them mightest war a good warfare.” 


The context is very clear. Paul em- 
phasized the unfeigned faith that was 
in his grandmother Lois, also in his 
mother Eunice, and says, “I am per- 
suaded that’is in thee also,” 1:5. Verse 
7 says, “For God hath not given us 
the spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind.” Since this 
is an incident in God’s Word where a 
gift was conferred with the putting 
on of hands or prophetic utterance, 
a clear understanding of this incident 
will solve the whole problem of human 
agency in the distribution of the g 
of the Spirit. 

Paul makes it clear that Timothy 
received his call from God. We read in 
2 Tim. 1:9, “Who hath saved us and 
called us with an holy calling, not 
according to our works but according 
to his own purpose and grace, which 
was given us in Christ Jesus before 
the world began.” Therefore, he did 
not receive his call from Paul; Tim- 
othy knew the Scriptures from a child. 
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Jesus spake to the disciples, “Ye have 
not chosen me but I have chosen 
you, and ordained you, that ye should 
go and bring forth fruit,” John 15:16. 
Gifts and callings are of God. 
What gift did Timothy receive? Was 
it one of the nine gifts of the Spirit 
of 1 Corinthians 12? or was it one of 
the five gifts of ministry as recorded 
in Ephesians 4? 
Any Bible teacher will agree that 
incident had to do with Timothy’s 
1ation to the ministry. It had to 
with his future ministry. Since 
there are just five ministries; namely, 
apostles, prophets, evangelists, pastors, 
and teachers, it follows logically that 
it was one of the five. We are not in 
doubt as to which one it was. It is 
clearly stated in 2 Tim. 4:5, which 
reads as follows: “Do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy min- 
istry, preach the Word.” Paul wrote 
two epistles to Timothy. In these 
epistles he made repeated references 
to Timothy’s ministry, but never once 
mentioned the exercise of any one or 
more of the nine gifts of the Spirit. 
After exhorting Timothy to give at- 
tention to reading, to exhortation, and 
to doctrine, and to neglect not the 
gift that was in him (1 Tim. 4:13-15), 

1 said, “Give thyself wholly to 
@. It would be foolish to say, 

ive thyself wholly to speaking in 
tongues, or prophesying, or interpre- 
tation, or exercising any one of the 
nine gifts,” but “give thyself wholly 
to exhortation, doctrine, and his gift 
as an evangelist.” 

It certainly is very disheartening 
to see the way things are being car- 
ried on today in some Pentecostal 
services. Some individuals have taken 
it upon themselves to try to impart 
the Baptism by having individuals sit 
down, placing their hands upon them, 
and telling them to start speaking 
something. Many people are being dis- 
appointed and are failing to get the 
real experience as in John 15:26, which 
says, “He shall testify of me.” John 
16:13, “Whatsoever he shall hear, that 
| all he speak.” So it is the Holy Spirit 
( t should do the speaking as we 

é: ourselves unto God. Many people 
have been called to mission fields by 
man, and supposed to have been given 
the Chinese or African, or various 
languages, and upon reaching the 
foreign soil, they were supposed to 
have been able to speak the native 
language, but only met disappointment 
and came back discouraged. May God 
save us from a lot of this nonsense! 
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The Pentecostal Movement has be- 
lieved and practiced the laying on of 
hands, as taught in God’s Word, for 
some fifty years. But not imparting 
of gifts, as no mortal can do, Thou- 
sands have received the Baptism with- 
out any laying on of hands: The 120 
received the Blessing, Acts 2; the ser- 
mon to the Gentiles in Cornelius’ 
house, Acts 10:44-48; and thousands 
of others, without laying on of hands. 
Then there are examples in the Bible 
where hands were laid on people and 
they received the Holy Spirit and heal- 
ing. Also, in our churches such is prac- 
ticed; and ordination, sending out 
missionaries, and the setting aside of 
workers for special services are done 
by prayer and the laying on of hands. 
Let no one be so foolish as to think 
he has discovered something new, and 
that he is a special apostle in restoring 





the doctrine of the laying on of hands. 

In many places there are empty 
hands being laid on empty heads. Man 
cannot impart spiritual gifts. When 
people, fully yield themselves to God, 
then He baptizes and fills, whether 
hands are laid on. or not. God has 
blessed various individuals today who 
are having miraculous healings. I can 
truly say I have seen literally hundreds 
healed by the mighty power of God, 
and have seen the gift of healing in 
action—the blind to see, the deaf to 
hear, and the lame to walk—and while 
God has blessed these men, we can 
expect all kinds of false things to take 
place. There is a scriptural basis for 
laying on of hands, but not that man 
can impart gifts. Let us seek for the 
real and not be deceived by the false, 
as we vitally need the gifts in our lives 
today to carry on the program for God.

GEORGIA’S GREAT CAMP 
MEETING 

The Georgia state camp meeting for 
the year 1949 is now in the past, but 
it will not be soon forgotten. The fel- 
lowship and inspiration were such as 
to make it stand out in the forefront 
and compare equally with any camp 
meeting anywhere.

periodicals carry articles of wisdom 
and erudition as to how one should 
go about having a happy home. Many 
of our colleges and universities have 
special classes on eugenics and home 
economics. Most of the modern pas- 
tors are students of psychology and 
psychiatry and dole out wonderful 
advice to the seekers of home joy. 
Yet, in spite of all these so-called 
advancements, there is more trouble 
in the home than ever before. Some- 
thing is wrong. It cannot be that peo- 
ple do not know. It cannot be that 
this important phase of life is not 
being studied nor noticed. What is 
the trouble? We think that we know 
and shall try to find out from God’s 
Word just what to give to you about 
this important subject. 

Many of our moderns seem to have 
outgrown the Bible. Too many intel- 
lectuals feel that the advice con- 
tained in Holy Writ is hackneyed and 
too old-fashioned for us today. This 
is untrue. Never was a man more at 
a loss as to how to live than he is 
today. Surely all of the learning of 
man has not made things any better. 
The marriage counsellors, with their 
fat fees and big words, have done 
very little to make the home happier. 
Let us get back to the old-fashioned 
way, the way of love and Christian 
sincerity. The Bible is a complete 
Book; in it we find all the wisdom 
needed for successful living.

COMMUNISTS’ DECREE 


In view of the social injustice hitherto re- 
sulting through legal matrimony, the follow- 
ing decisions concerning distribution of 
attractive specimens of the fair sex have been 
taken by the Free Anarchistic Wing of the 
Saratow Communists: 

1. Henceforward all private ownership of 
women, from the ages of 17 to 42, is abolished. 

2. This decree does not embrace women who 
have already given birth to five children. 

3. The former proprietors (husbands) will 
enjoy the privilege of utilizing their ex-wives 
when they are not in circulation. 

4. All women referred to in this decree are 
to become the common property of the 
Nation. 

5. The distribution of the collectivized wom- 
en is entrusted to the Anarchist Club of 
Saratow (Moscow St., building of the former 
Stock Exchange). 

6. Within three days the women referred 
to have to report at the above address and 
be ready for service. 

7. The execution of this decree is entrusted 
to the Housing Committee. 

8. According to this decree, comrades are 
only allowed to dispose of the same woman 
three times a week for three hours. 

9. Each man who claims right to access to 
socialized women must establish the fact that 
he belongs to the Proletariat. 

10. He has to pay 3 per cent of his salary to 
an established “SEXUAL FUND.” 

11. Men who do not belong to the Pro- 
letariat can only obtain access to socialized 
women on pre-payment of a monthly sum of 
1,000 rubles. 

12. The State Bank has in every locality at 
once to open special accounts for the “SEX- 
UAL FUND.” 

13. All socialized women will receive a 
monthly salary of 28 rubles out of this fund. 

14. Pregnant women are relieved from their 
public duties for a duration of four months 
(three months prior to confinement and one 
month. afterward). 

15. All infants must, at the age of one 
month, be handed over to a “creche,” where 
they are reared until they are 17 at the ex- 
pense of the Nation. 

16. At the birth of twins, the mother is en- 
titled to a gratification of 300 rubles. 

17. All comrades must submit to weekly 
sanitary inspection. 

18. Propagation of venereal diseases will be 
punished. 

19. Women who have been contaminated 
may claim a pension and discharge from 
further services. 

20. The systematic execution of this decree 
will be supervised by the Club of Anarchists, 
the Nation. 

21. Former husbands, who are not satisfied 
with their ex-wives, are at liberty to discard 
them without further formality.—From West- 
erp Voice.

IT 1S SAID THAT 


Secretary General Trygve Lie has issued a 
directive for the installation of a simple, non- 
denominational prayer room in a sequestered 
area of the six block United Nations project. 
This is the first official act of deference by 
the UN to the concept of the Supreme Being. 
One of the prime movers in the project is the 
Laymen’s Movement for a Christian World, 
an interdenominational group organized on a 
nation-wide basis.

The International Missionary Council re- 
veals that in the past twenty-three years 
the number of Protestants in mission areas 
has increased around 300 per cent; that is, 
from 6,517,697 to 25,341,283. The survey upon 
which the report is based covered 120 coun- 
tries. Protestantism showed the_ greatest 
gains during the period in South Africa 
—from 714,013 to 5,467,281—and in Indian 
Pakistan—from 580,212 to 4,100.224. The largest 
gains in Latin America were in Brazil—from 
69,527 to 1,657,524—and in Mexico, where the 
totals have grown from 31,138 to 265,148. The 
only country to show a loss in Protestant 
population was Turkey, where the number 
of Protestants declined from 15,283 to 2,900. 
The Protestant missionary staff in the area 
surveyed now numbers 192,987; the places of 
worship, 141,169.

Britons spent the equivalent of $2,600,000,- 
000 on gambling in 1948, as compared with 
$3,164,000,000 the year before, according to a 
report issued in London by the Churches’ 
Committee on Gambling. The report disclosed 
that men wager five times as much as women 
in football pools, on which a total of $244,- 
000,000 alone was expended. Largest amount— 
$1,440,000,000—-was spent on horse racing, with 
the next highest amount—$840,000,000—going 
to greyhound racing. 


COST OF WAR 


Four hundred billion dollars and 30,000,000 
lives lost was part of the cost of World War 
II, according to the Congressional Record. As 
broken down by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
this might have provided a $2,500 house, with 
$1,000 worth of furniture, and five acres of 
land for every family in the United States, 
Canada, Australia, England, Wales, Ireland, 
Scotland, France, Belgium, Germany, and 
Russia; besides a $5,000,000 library and a 
$10,000,000 university to every city of 20,000 
or more in the countries named; and there 
would still be a large sum of money left over.

MACHINE DIVORCES 


“But as the days of Noe were .. . marrying 
and giving in marriage.” Wife-swapping, one 
of American’s favorite pastimes, is to be made 
easier than ever. Those people who are tired 
of the old model and want to trade it in on a 
new one or somebody else’s slightly used one 
may soon be able to get them from a shiny 
new machine, complete with the first two 
bars of “America.” 

A bill introduced in the Nevada Legislature 
today by Assemblyman C. C. Boak, a Re- 
publican retired businessman, proposes a 
scheme whereby divorce seekers could get a- 
nickle-in-the-slot divorce. 

Boak pro) that each county clerk pur- 
chase and install a divorce machine. Upon 
coming to the state, mecca for marriage- 
minded couples, as well as divorce seekers, 
they would pay a $5 registration fee. 

For his five bucks, he or she would be given 
a key, with which he would punch a time- 
clock arrangement on the machine every day 
during six weeks, which would establish a 
legal divorce residence in the sagebrush state. 

On the forty-second day, punching of the 
time clock by the divorce seeker would flash 
a green light—a go ahead signal—on the face 
of the machine. 

The divorce seeker would then insert one 
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hundred silver dollars. A divorce decree, 
signed by a district court judge and stamped 
with all necessary seals and decorated with 
the proper colored ribbons, would come sliding 
down another slot. 

We can think of only one way to make it 
easier for the advocates of a progressive 
harem. Abolish the laws of marriage alto- 
gether and let the lust-ladened populace run 
together like animals. 





ATOM BOMB HELD SIZE OF 
GOLF BALL 


LOS ANGELES, (AP)—An air force officer 
says the atomic bomb is the size of a golf 
ball and is equal to 5,400,000 pounds of TNT. 

Lt.-Col. William R. Stark, member of a 
five-man team from the industrial college of 
the armed forces, told industrial leaders 
yesterday: 

“The atomic bomb, the size of one golf ball, 
would be the equivalent of 270 ten-ton TNT 
bombs. The damage of such a bomb comes 
—_ three sources—blast, flash, and radioac- 

vity.” 

He said the atomic bomb’s blast is no dif- 
ferent from other bombs, except in force, but 
added: 

“The flash heat can inflict burns at the 
distance of three miles.” 

He said radioactivity was responsible for 10 
per cent of the deaths in Japan, and “many 
deaths ascribed to shock and burns would 
have occurred from radioactivity anyhow.” 

The lieutenant-colonel spoke at a two-weeks 
course on economic mobilization.

CLERGYMEN OPPOSE ALL 
MERCY KILLINGS 


RICHMOND, Va.—(RNS)—Richmond  ) 
pal clergymen have signed a statement co 
demning “mercy killings” as “contrary to the 
will of God.” 

A majority of a group of ministers polled by 
a local newspaper also expressed opposition to 
euthanasia, and one Catholic priest, in a 
radio address, quoted several incurably ill per- 
sons as saying they are opposed to it. 

The statement signed by the Episcopal 
clergymen said: 

“We, the undersigned clergy of the Episco- 
pal Church, condemn the proposal to legalize 
mercy killings for the incurably ill who request 
it. It is a practice characteristic of a pagan 
society and is revolting to the Christian con- 
science. It is contrary to our belief in the 
sacredness of human life; contrary to the 
common good and contrary to the will of God 
as we understand it.’ 

The statement was issued after the an- 
nouncement that several hundred New York 
Protestant and Jewish clergymen had peti- 
tioned the Legislature to legalize mercy kill- 
ings of incurably ill patients. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—Ministers of the Method- 
ist District of Louisville have gone on record 
unanimously against ‘“‘mercy deaths.” 

A resolution protesting “legalized murder” 
was adopted by a meeting of the ministers 
who condemned a petition by 397 New 
York Protestant and Jewish clergymen for 
euthanasia law. 

In their resolution, the Methodist pas 
endorsed a statement by Dr. W. I. Munday. 

“I can’t accept euthanasia,’”’ Dr. Munday de- 
clared in his statement. “To me, life is the 
most sacred thing possessed. I don’t think 
man has the right to take it from the hands 
of God.”

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ls the So-Called Church of Christ a Religious 
Denomination? Or Is It the “One Body of 
Christ,” the New Testament Church?

The followers of the religious system 

iginated by Barton Warren Stone, 

homas Campbell, and his son Alex- 
ander Campbell, call themselves ‘““THE 
CHURCH OF CHRIST,” the one and 
only church of the New Testament, 
all others excluded. They will tell you 
that they are not a religious denomi- 
nation or organization as other sects. 
They will tell you that Jesus Christ 
founded their church, and all others 
are excluded because they will not fol- 
low their doctrines and system. These 
people are commonly identified by 
others as “Campbellites,” and their 
doctrine “Campbellism.” 


Their Origin 

Is the so-called Church of Christ the 
one New Testament church exclusive- 
ly? or is it a denomination like other 
sects? We say, without fear of con- 
troversy, that it is positively a reli- 
ious denomination, and is no more the 
me body of Christ than other churches 
that teach the fundamentals of Chris- 
tianity. It lacks 1,800 years being the 
church historically, and much more 
Biblically. The so-called Church of 
Christ was originated by three men; 
namely, Barton Warren Stone, Thomas 
Campbell, and his son Alexander 
Campbell. It started about the year 
1772. Stone was a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, and was barred from their com- 
munion for preaching counter to the 
Westminster Confession, on faith and 
the work of the Holy Spirit in con- 
version. Authoritative history tells us 
that he organized the “Springfield 
Presbytery.” In the year 1804, his band 
of five ministers met and gave up the 
said title and began to call themselves 
“Christians.” Alexander Campbell and 
is father adopted the mode of bap- 
ism by immersion in the year 1812, 
and in the year 1813 joined the Bap- 
tists. It came to pass, in process of 
time, that the Campbells adopted the 
same system as that of Stone. Conse- 
quently, he began to propagate his in- 
terpretations on faith and the work 
of the Holy Spirit in conversion. He 
denied any direct and tangible oper- 
ation of the Holy Spirit in changing 
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man’s nature in regeneration, and 
substituted “baptismal regeneration.” 
He preached that his interpretation of 
the Christian system was designed in 
the purpose of God to unite all 
churches in one body. His system 
failed to unify even the Baptists, 
much less all other churches. His sys- 
tem, being superficial, ceremonial, and 
materialistic, did conflict greatly with 
the fundamental Baptist ministers, 
who taught that in regeneration the 
Holy Spirit wrought a definite change 
in man’s nature. A great clash oc- 
curred between Campbell and the 
Baptist ministry. Many warm debates 
transpired. In fact, the church asses 
had an all-out kicking contest until 
finally, between the years 1825 and 
1830, the Campbellites were practically 
all ruled out of the Baptist commun- 
ion. (Let it, be known here that the 
Baptist ministry was in the right for 
no man is God-led into any church 
with conflicting doctrines that incur 
friction and sow discord. The Bible 
says, “withdraw,” not “invade.” If their 
doctrine is of force enough to unite 
all churches, it can accomplish its 
purpose without invading upon the 
rightful possessions of others.) 


Campbell and Stone Unite 

In January of 1832, at Lexington, 
Kentucky, the disciples of Campbell 
and Stone united into one group, call- 
ing themselves “The Disciples of 
Christ.” Their local churches are 
called “Churches of Christ.” Their 
followers, or members, are called 
“Christians.” The chief design and 
high aim of Mr. Campbell was to unite 
all churches in one body, as it was 
when Jews, Gentiles, proselytes, and 
mongrels were organized into one 
body in the apostolic day. Campbell 
thought to erase all doctrinal lines 
and break down all governmental 
fences that separate between the 
various denominations. Indeed, there 
was nothing amiss of this desire with- 
in itself, but Mr. Campbell, like all the 
hundreds of others who have tried the 
same thing, thought to erase denomi- 
national lines by proposing that all 


others throw down their interpreta- 
tions of Scripture and accept his as 
altogether authoritative and unal- 
terable. Ah, I, too, can unite all 
churches if they will throw down their 
interpretations and accept mine. But 
here is where the hitch will remain 
until He who purchased the Church 
with His own blood “separate them, 
the one on his right hand and other 
on his left.” 

When great men of other churches, 
who had experienced the regeneration 
by the operation of the Holy Spirit, 
heard and read of Campbell’s ma- 
terialistic substitute for inward spirit- 
ual experience, they laughed in dis- 
gust. They knew this fanciful, fanati- 
cal, and false system was designed to 
wrest God’s Word to the damnation of 
many, even as it has and as you know. 


The Campbell System Rejected 

When this reaction came, it un- 
geared the religious nervous system in 
the whole Campbellite society; so, Mr. 
Campbell decided he would “turn all 
other churches over to the devil for 
the destruction of the flesh.” “THIS 
IS THE ONE BODY OF CHRIST!” ex- 
claimed Mr. Campbell. “THIS IS THE 
ONE AND THE ONLY NEW TESTA- 
MENT CHURCH, AND ALL THOSE 
WHO FAIL TO FOLLOW IT ARE GO- 
ING DOWN TO HELL! ! !” Mr. Camp- 
bell preached with great zeal. His fol- 
lowers have been preaching the same 
thing ever since. Alas! but are all men 
on their way to hell just because they 
refuse Mr. Campbell’s interpretation 
of the Christian system? The sensible 
mind and the honest heart will kindly 
answer—“I should think not.” 

The author of the above challenges 
any Campbellite preacher that walks 
on the earth to refute the matter.

Myers, you won’t be surprised at the 
following challenge:
